" vention program. Rev. George Zurcher, a New York 
riest, who publishes a Prohibition paper, was to lead 
n prayer on Tuesday evening of the convention. The 
Prohibition convention met at the same time, in the 
same city, with the gathering of representatives of 
anti-Catholic societies, who, including D. J. Reynolds, 
President of the Allied anti-Catholic Organizations, 
worked for the nomination of Sulzer for president on 
the Prohibition ticket. When Sulzer was defeated by 
Mr. Hanly, of Indiana, for the presidential nomina- 
tion on this ticket, the anti-Catholics nominated him 
for the same office on their ticket—that of the new 
erican (?) Party.” Sulzer is quoted as having 
that if the Prohibitionists had nominated him, the 
Gamerican Party” would have supported him. The 
only reason why an anti-Catholic plank was not 
adopted by the Prohibition Party is, according to 
members of its “Committee on Resolutions,” that “the 
plank might antagonize the Catholic dry vote.”

' x Minneapolis paper, commenting on the offense 
directed against Catholics, at the Prohibition conven- 
tion held there a few weeks ago, says: “If the Prohi- 
bitionists want to kill their party quick, they can do so 
without much ceremony by injecting religion into it. 
That’s what the convention was fighting over yester- 
day. The principle of prohibition is not confined to 
any one church or nationality, and those in that St. 
Paul convention who are trying to confine it to one 
sect are squeezing out what life there is left in the 
party.” 


The following Gomment is equally true: “If Prot- 
estantism wants to kill itself more rapidly, let it con- 
tinue to help along the anti-Catholic propaganda,’ 
since, as we havé frequently shown and have evidence 
enough to convince the most hesitating, the leaders in 
this latter movement are anti-Christian. J. Rey- 
nolds is quoted by a Minneapolis paper as follows: “We 

try to be non-partisan, but may be pro-Protestant. 

e oppose church control of public institutions.” 
Now, what is the significance of this? Irom the data 
we have at hand, it signifies only this: “We may be 
pro-Protestant” means that, while neither Catholic 
nor Protestant—but for the most part Tom Paine fol- 
lowers—we lean more to Protestantism than to Cath- 
olicity. The one reason is given in the next words: 
“We oppose church control of public institutions.’ 
This means “We do not want religion taught to wards 
of the state.” If they really “oppose church control 
of public institutions,’ thev are more anti-Protestant 
than anti-Catholic, for the public schools, state uni- 
versities are very much under Protestant control. 
Reynolds also said: “We are only fighting the re- 
ligious issue in politics.” This, too, would make them 
anti-Protestant instead of anti-Catholic, because 
Catholics never bring the religious issue into politics 
as it is brought into them in hundreds of Protestant 
pulpits in this land. The “American Party” platform 
1s socialistic, as we could have predicted.

OUR CATHOLIC PALLADIUM... 
| There was among the ancient Greeks a legend of a statue or image 


| f the armed goddess Pallas Athene, which was said to have been fash- 
foned by her own hands andto have been cast from Reaven by Zeus for 
the safety of the city of Titum. 

It was brought to the fortress of Troy by Derdahes, as the story runs 
and the belief of the Trojans was that their city would remain impreg- 
nable so long as it contained this figure, known a& the Palladium. The 
Greeks, therefore, when planning to capture the Trojan stronghold first 
sought t6 remove this obstacle to their success. Two of their chieftains, 
Ulysses and Diomedes, finally carried it off and the fate of the city was 
sealed. Tha Trojans were conquered and Iitum fell in flame. 

There was never a Pallas Athens save in the pagan poet's mind; 
| and the Palladium, which the Romatis in later days pretended to have 
preserved in their temple of Vesta, was at most a heathen superstition 
which in times of danger might prove useful to quicken and sustain the 
courage of the city’s defenders. But a modern paraliel may here suggest 
itself. Like all comparisons, it must of necessity be imperfect. 

Pallas Athene is not merely the warlike Goddess, She is the God- 

dese of wisdom. Minerva the Romans called her. She was the protect- 
ress of learning. The modern Palladium about which the most embit- 
tered battles of our day are fought is the school house. 
Socialists, anarchists, rationalists of every dye and color seek to 
obtain , possession of the minds of the young. Give them the rising 
generation and they will dominate the world. The guardians of Chris- 
tian civilization are no less aware of this great truth. The Catholic 
Church has realized it and’ the Catholic Episcopate has fearlessly pro- 
claimed it. One of the first and foremost duties of every Catholic lay- 
Man is to defend and support the Catholic school. 

The Church can never fall like Iiium, wrapped in flames; but Cath- 
olic education is necessary if we would keep the Faith active and alive 
in our land, if we would promote the Kingdom of Christ upon earth.
